In ail the literature that has been puL- 


lished on the Chinese question since and 
prior to the passage of the Geary law J 
have not found any important reference 
made to the attitude of the Chinese in the 
fisheries of the Paeirtc coast. 
Phis omis- 


sion seems to me to be unpardonable on 
the part of those who are responsible for 
the present agitation, for it allows to pass 
unnoticed a condition of affairs brought 
about by the Chinese fishermen which not 
only aft'ecta the food supply of the West- 
ern States and threatens one of the most 
important industries of California, but 
also seriously menaces the prosperity of 
several minor Industries. 


The facts connected with the Chinese as 


fishermen on the Pacilic coast may be 
briefly summed up by two indictments: 
First,.they fish chiefly for shrimp and 
young fish", not sparing even the recently 
developed ova, including millions of sul- 
mon not over two'inches long, nQarly all 
of which were dried and shipped ttfChitiii.. 


There are employed in the fisheries of 


San Francisco, which, is the center of the 
PaclHc coast fisheries, 2,512 men, of whom 
807, or about one-third, are Chinese. -Not 
one of these 807 is a nuturnlizedcitizcn of 
the Un'.ted .Stages. 


But it is the ' baneful influence of this , 


temporary colony ijipon t'he great fishery 
which I have outlined that affects this 
article. The bulk of their captures con- 
sists of shrimp and small (immature) 
fishes, so that I shall deal statistically 
only with these species. 


According to the returns of the fish and 


fisheries commission, there were captured 
in Californiau waters in 1888, 4,902,000 
pounds of shrimp and pmwns, vulucd at 
3141.GC8, and 4,i»r)0,OQO pounds of mis- 
cellaneous fish, exclusive of salmon, cod, 
shad, etc., valued at $101,700, most of 
which was captured by the Chinese and 
shipped to China. 


it is estimated that in tins collection of 


miscellaneous fish there were at least 
2,000,000 pounds of immature salmon and 
other species measuring on an average l}» 
to 3 inches long. 
As it would take over 


100 of these yojing fishes to weigh one 
pound, we have .here evidence that the 
Chinese rob the Bacific coast waters of 
over 200,000,000 ytoung fishes annually. 
These immature fishes ape chiefly salmon, 
and the average weight of the salmon 
found in these waters being at least 15 
pounds, it is evident that if they were not 
captured by the Chinese, but were allowed 
to attain maturity,'the Califoriilan waters 
would be annually richer by' 3,000,000,000 
pounds of the best species of food fishes. 


Extending this calculation further, if 


we estimate the value of this immense 
quantity of fish at the lowest price paid 
for salmon in the San Francisco market 
—viz., 12 cents per pound—we will find 
that It,reaches the enormous cash equiv- 
alent 'bf $36,000^000,000. Of course un 
enormous proportion of young fish never 
reaches maturity. They die from natural 
causes or are used for food by the larger 
fishes, but if we assume, as it ia often 
claimed, that 99 out of every 100 are 
destroyed in this way we have still re- 
maining $360,000,000 worth of fish of 
which the Pacific coast waters are an- 
nually robbed by the depredations of the 
Chinese. 


The United States commission of fish 


and fisheries lias repeatedly called atten- 
tion to these facts !iu a general way, and 
I now analyze their figures in order that 
the public shall be made aware of the 
true reafions why ;he fisheries of Califor- 
nia have become so "very nearlv ex- 
hausted." My calculations of the fisher- 
ies of the Chinese may appear to be exag- 
gerated to those who have not studied the 
importance of our fishing industries, but 
the fact that, according to the custem 
house returns of San Fnmcisco, 20,625,256 
pounds of canned salmon were exported 
from that city in 1889 will make my fig- 
ures more readily understood.

The weather was hazy and 
those on the Servia did not see the ship 
until the steamer was close to her.

Servians engines were reversed lull speed 
astern, but the effort to stop .her was 
futile. 


She struck the MeCallum between the 


main and mlzzenmasts and cut an enor- 
mous hofe in her side. The water poured 
through the pap In a torrent, and the Mc- 
Callom 
almost immediately began to 


settle. 


five m mates later she sank. 
The bow of the Servia was kept in the 


hole as long as possible and while she was 
in this position twenty-two men on tjhe 
ship climbed over her bow to the deck, of 
the steamer. In the meantime boats were 
lowered from the Servia and picked up 
two of the McCallnm's crew who had 
jumped overboard. 
Henry Mills, from 


London was drowned. 


Nearly all the passengers on the Servia 


were; in their bertha at the time of the col- 
lision. The shock I awakened many and 
they ran on deck to see what had hap- 
pened. There was dome commotion, but 
the assurances of the officers that ihere 
was not the slightest danger to the steam" 
er were aeopptetl and the excitement soon 
subsided.

Their cros&-exami- 
natlon tended to show that their position 
or attitude was such that persons might 
have passed without their seeing them. 
Just before the noou recess, Mrs. Heagan, 
the matron of the Fall River central police

charge, adding, "1 won'f give in on 3 inch." 
The sisters then sat two hours anc parted 
without speaking again.
